I eannot, however, refrain from letting you know how 
the situation appears to me, As far as I can make out 
without warning and entirely without cause an unbearable 
humiliation and indignity has been heaped upon Lieut. 
Wright. If it were here merely a question of military 
efficiency, if Mr. Wright had in any way proved himself 
unequal to his task, and if an officer or officers of 
recognized standing and proved merit had been placed 
over him, no one,certainly not I, would think of making 
any protest, But Mr. Wright hes proved himself in every 
respect a most efficient officer, Besides,the man ( there 
may be more than one) who hes suddenly been foisted upon 
the battery is a mere youth of no experience who could not 
command the respect of Mr. Wright himself nor the members 
of the battery, and who from the University point of view 
has practically no claim to be considered even as a 
candidate for the position. In this matter it is a little 
difficult to dnaw the distinction between the military and 
the acedemia, I need not assure you that I take it for 
granted that all men who engage in tke Military work,whether 
from acedemic or Sa other circles of our community, shoulda 
be judged by the same standard of efficiency as any other$. 
But the University has here lent its name to two small units 
whose character I take it should be preserved as far as 
possible so as to make them in a true senge University 
Organizations, Now if any persons, however highly placed, 
can come in and withovt the courtesy of a warning or 
previous announcement subject the man who has command of the 
University Battery from the start and made a success of it, 
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organization which shouldvhave the name of the University 
of Toronto attached to it. It is,in the first place, 
as a University man thet I object to this sort of thing 
happening; and in the second place as a thoroughbred 
democrat in a democratic community, I am absolutely of 
the opinion that work of this kind must not be allowed 

to passe 


As for, Company,I am glad to be able to report
